16 termsare dueto expirein 2004 shall expire on June 30, 2005;

17 2 the member representing Kent County whose term is due to expirein
18 2004 shall expire on June 30, 2006;

19 (3) the membersrepresenting Dorchester and Queen Ann€e's counties
20 whoseterms are dueto expirein 2006 shall expire on June 30, 2007; and

21 4 the membersrepresenting Caroline and Kent counties whose terms
22 aredueto expirein 2006 shall expire on June 30, 2008.

24 July 1, 2004.
